A few weeks later portions of this natural garden 
are again whitened by Penstemon albidus, and still 
later comes the glorious pink flush of Echinacea. 
The pin-cushiony Echinocereus dwells here and 
many another gem. 


Nearly all the Phlox groups in the picture are of 
the same stock. That is, all the product of a single 
seed. How many years since the natal day of this 
beauty? The Phlox spreads very slowly, against 
competition and other impediments. Perhaps a cen- 
tury or two.

FOREWORD: To grow the Great Plains plants 
recognition of important factors of adaptation anc 
environment is useful. Their natural faculties have 
been molded by untold ages of existence where 
periods of moisture shortage are long and of mois- 
ture excess very brief. And strange as it may seem. 
some have made no apparent effort at emigration. 
To withstand shortage moisture retention devices 
have been developed to an outstanding degree; to 
escape excess the wise plants select the high and 
dry spots and porous soils through which excess 
drains readily away and aeration is renewed. In 
general, moistness is sought, wetness is avoided. 


Truthfully, rainfall on the plains is often too in- 
frequent for best growth, so that garden environ- 
ment brings willing response and surprising per- 
formance and beauty. 


A recommended “scree” for replacing soils that 
are too rich and moisture retentive is mixed from 
equal parts of ordinary soil, coarse sand, and fine 
gravel or rock chips, including some lime. This pro- 
vides an excellent base for all Great Plains plants. 
The needs of certain subjects may be met by adding 
a portion of richer soil, leafmold, or other humus.

HARDY PERENNIALS 


Actinea (Tetraneuris) simplex ‘About as lovely a 
rock plant as I ever saw.” Narrow silvery leaves, 
small brilliant golden Gaillardias, 4 to 8” above. A 
fine show in June, occasional later.

SHRUBS 


Of this brief list of Great Plains shrubs, which 
provide an innovation in this catalog, three are 
showy flowered, while the others possess architect- 
ural and color values and good all-season appear- 
ance. 


Amorpha canescens Lead Plant. Low gray velvety 
effect, with orange-dotted purple fingers of blossom; 
June, July. Usually 12 to 25”. 75c. 


Artemisia cana Rather stiff erect gray bush, to 2 
or 3’. Leaves lance-linear, 1 to 114’. 60c. 


A. filifolia Sand Sage. Handsome, waving, silvery, 
much branched low plant, commonly 2 to 3’. 50c. 


A. tridentata Sagebrush. Blue silvered, three-tip- 
ped little leaves, rather erect bushy plant. At its 
eastern range limit, about twenty miles west of 
Prairie Gem Ranch, heights vary from 1 to 3’. 75c. 


Atriplex canescens Salt Bush. Gray green in branch 
and leaf, a broad much branched bush; to 24’. 60c. 


Cercocarpus montanus Mountain Mahogany. Very 
slow growing. Generally erect, texture effect light, 
in shrubbery groups pleasing. Little toothed leaves 
slightly grayish; blossoms interesting, seed plumes 
Silvery silky, reflecting light. To 8’. $1.00. 


Chryscothamnus graveolens Large Rabbit Brush. 
Fine textured plump bush of bright green, to 3’ or 
so, every upper branch tip carrying a head of Gold- 
enrod-like blossoms in September. 50c. 


Eurotia lanata White Sage. A Sagey appearing 
plant of whitish effect, holding its leaves well into 
the winter, and adding white bract tufts in fall. 35c. 


Rhus trilobata Lemonade Sumach. Spreading or 
more erect bush, usually 2 to 5’, moderately dense, 
dark green. Dark red fruit clusters sometimes 
showy, autumn leaf coloring magnificent. 50c. 


Rose W. J. Fargo Named for the discoverer by Dr. 
N. E. Hansen. A double wild rose of many petals 
and beautiful form; wild rose pink. The blossoms 
come in clusters but open over a long period, an 
average plant producing two hundred or more. Plant 
slender stemmed, 24’ high or less. Each $2.00. 


FOR GARDENS IN HALF SHADE and movcerately 
rich soil, well drained, are: Agastache anethiodora,

BUYERS’ MARKET 


Owing to an extremely dry summer season many 
of our plants were unable to ripen their seeds—evi- 
dence that these plains plants prefer moderation as 
to dryness—consequently the following kinds are 
only available as remaining from the crop of 1942. 
This is called Buyers’ Market because Great Plains 
seeds have been found in most instances to be viable 
for several years, and they are offered at the low 
price of 10c the packet, or less as noted. They are 
offered, however, without warranty. 

Allium recurvatum superbum Somewhat like A. 
cernuum but much larger and earlier. Pink. 18’’. 

Anaphalis subalpina Pearly Everlasting. Foliage 
green and white, flowers pearly. 12”. 

Anemone caroliniana White, blue, or occasionally 
pink, inch and a half wide, May.

Dwarf Oregon 
Grape. Evergreen Holly-like leaves, showy clus- 
ters of yellow blossoms in May, bluish fruits. 10”. 

and: Physocarpus monogyna Dwarf Ninebark. 
Spiraea-like, spring blooming, about 24” high, 
good landscape value.
